A YEAR’S RECORD. 

Tin?’ Mnntil'iirtiirirs' Krrnril pub¬ 
lished last Friday its minimi review uf 
I lie imlitHt rial grovvt li «>t t lie South for 
IHK7, wltifli it says was in many re- 
s|iects, tin- most reninI'kaMt' year in 
the history of t his seel ion, as more 
was accomplished for the progress of 
the whole South than ever lieforo in 
the. same length of time. Of the 
fourteen Southern States, there are 
only four in which the capital invested, 
m new enterprises was not more than 
•louhle the amount invested last year. 

'Pin* tinmher of new enterprises orr 


gam zed or established dtiling 1HH7, ns 
eo 111 pftled with IHNIJ, was as follows: 
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In totton manufacturing there lias 
heen great minify, and sevenly-seven 
new mills have lieen projected, mid 
many of them are now being con¬ 
st rutted, which is 1 he largest number 
ever reported in one year. Cotton 
mills are reported as having largely 
oversold their product ion, and many 
of the old mills are being greatly en¬ 
larged to meet the demands for their 
goods. 

An increasing diversification of 
Southern industries is illustrated in 
the fact that Alabama alone has se¬ 
cured, during 1HH7. the local ion of live 
large ear building plants, one em it at 
Itirmiughum, Anniston and (iadsden, 
and two ut -Ifecalur. The Anniston 
works will cost $1,0110,111)0, employ 
1 ,.000 men; and will turn out twenty 
complete ears a day. 

In the building of rolling mills, pipe 
works, machine shops and foundries, 
the sit mi* aet.ivity is seen, while furni¬ 
ture fart orics, agricultural implement 
works, Horn mills, gas and electric 
works, canning factories; wood work¬ 
ing establishments, etc., arc being 
started all over the South. 

The above account is very encour¬ 
aging to those who have an interest in 
the development of the resources o£ 
the ^Southern States. A few years ago 


we heard a prominent northern hanker 
say that he would not invest a dollar 
in any southern 'cuterptse, under any 
circumstances he considered the risk 
too great—and there were many who 
felt the same way. Hilt that period 
seems to have gone by, and gradually 
it has heen recognized that the South¬ 
ern States offer opportunities for in¬ 
vestment, and for the making of new 
homes,' that are mil surpassed any¬ 
where. The I'onnei|lienee has heen an 
increasing flow of money and people 
into them. In t his advance in popular 
favor Florida holds a leading place, 
and shows her.full share of improve¬ 
ment and increase. When it is remem¬ 
bered t ha t hut seven or right yours ago 
there was not a. railroad in South 
Florida, mid only a fe w scat tcrin g s et - 
tiers, where now/The railroads are 
measured by hundreds of miles, and 
towns which then did not. exist even in 
iniagination have now a thousand or 
more people apiece, vv bile others which 
had then a few score at most havcnow 
as many t hotisands, it ■ will hescen 
that Florida has not I icon idle. Not 
only so, hut in order to reach our 
present substantial con lit ion several 
distinct generations of improvements 
ha ve been made, and in their turn have 
given wny to newer and better ones. 
Ten years ago there were few houses in 
(i range County that were not split out 
of the trees by hand on the spot. 
Some were built of the simple logs 
without splitting. Then saw mills be¬ 
gan to multiply, and unpaiuted hoard 
shanties wer-* the rule. Then the mills 
got planing machines, and the people 
began to get ahead enough to pay for 
finished lumber, and houses vvcicecilcd 
up with hoards and occasionally 
painted. Then came a few plastered 
walls, windows with‘ weights, painted 
houses, yards with neat fences and 
paths, and all modern conveniences, 
and now t licsc arc t lie ordinary l lung, 
and instead ol living in the woods, we 
have hundreds of prosperous towns, 
and oni; can hardly get out of sight of 
a house in any pai't ofthc ^onutry he- 
tvy«cn. . \
